and we truſt the conduct of many among us for

With reſpeft to oppoſition Chapels, we ſtill 


think they are a ſhame and diſgrace to our con-

{pread of vital religion, but muſt lament that is 
enemies have {uch cauſe of triumph ? Who covid 
have imagined that any of our Brethren would 


have encouraged the building of a Chapel in the 


heat of party diffrences and contrary to the expre/s 
rule of conſetencg, within a ſew yards of that 


wherein their venerable Father had laboured for 


ſorty years; and in direct oppoſition to thoſe per- 
ſons who had ſupporied the good cauſe from its 
earlieſt infancy to the preſent time, 


Me dread a generel diviſion of our Societies 


conſidering the many evil conſequences that muſt 
inevitably follow ; though we are firmly perſuaded 
this would be a far leſs evil than that the Methodiſt 
body ſhould remain in its preſent ſtate of agitation, 
We would therefore recommend to the ferious 


conſideration of our Brethren, the Truſlees, and 


Leaders throughout the kingdom, the Letter print- 
ed by Meſſrs. Mather, Thompſon, and Benſon: 
we approve of its general outhnes, as a baſis forthe 
reſtoration and eſtabliſhment of peace, We think, 
upon that general ground both parties may meet, 


fince as much is granted to thoſe who wiſh the Sa- 


crament by their own Preachers, as can be conſiſ- 
tent wich the peace of the Body: : and more than 
this cannot be expected by thoſe among us who are 
truly pious, and who prefer the proſperity of the 
Societies to their private opinions. Though we 
believe there are many whoſe grey bairs are an ho- 
nour to Methodiſm, and whole wiſdom and piety, 
as well as zeal in promoting ſo great a cauſe, is 
well known among us, who have thought that the 
only way to prevent frifes and contentions would 
be lor a general diviſion to take place at once: yet

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we would intreat them to conſider the reaſons a- 
ainſt ſuch a diviſion laid down in that letter: and 
If after all a diviſion muſt rake place, let it not be 
till every 7ea/onable effort has been made to pre- 
vent it. 

Together with the Refolotions in our former 
printed letter we have now to conſider, what au- 
thority in the Conference is to he acknowledged 
whether of the Hundred or of the whole Aſſembly, 
— Whether the Sacraments or any other alterati- 
ons are to be introduced into the Chapels, without 
their being firſt requeſted by two majorities; one 
of the Truſtees, and another of the Leaders and 
Stewards :—whether you will reſolve to negative 
the appointment of any Preacher who inflinges 
upon your Deed, who preaches in Chapels built 
without proper authority, or in thoſe which are built 
to the injury of your Iruft Eſtate ;—and laftly, whe- 
ther if Diſtrict Meetings are Qi!! to be held, you 
do not think that the Truflees ihould act along 
with the Preachers and Stewards in conducting af. 
fairs during the receſs of Conference, — Theſe and 
Other matters weighty and important, muſt now be 
ſeriouſly weighed and determined upon. To effect 
them, we think it highly expedient that a Delegate 
from the Truſtees and Leaders of every Circuit, 
it not every principal Society, ſhould meet at 
Mancheſter, to conſult together, upon the preſent 
ſlate and ſentiments of our Societies, and the moſt 
likely means of promoting their future peace and 
proſperity.

"DEAR BRETHREN| 


HE alarming and increaſing progreſs of inno- 
vation from the old plan of primitive Metho- 
diſm, from year to year, ſince the death of our 
late honored and venerable Father, and the dread. 
ſul effects of ftrife and diviſion occaſioned thereby 
in various paris of the kingdom, call loudly on 
Preachers and People to be on their guard, leſt the 


goodly fabrick that has been raiſed and ſupported 


for upwards of half a century ſhould be deſtroyed ; 
and that body which was ſo much at unuy with it— 
ſelf, and a genera] bleſſing to the nation, be divid- 
ed and entirely annihilated, 


Brethren, it is UNION we are contending for, 
and not DIVISION: an Union on a ſolid and laſt. 


ing ſoundation,—Thoſe who are bringing in among 
us bones of contention, are our Dividers It is 
well known the Methodiſts were the moſt peace- 
able and contented people in the land, while they 


were left to purſue the ſimple path of forming only 


a Neligious Society; and © leaving every one to 
„ hold his own opinion, and to follow his own 


mode of worſhip.” — They then anſwered the 
end of their calling, and were as leaven fpread 


among the different denominations to which they 


belonged, But wherever they are formed into a

The following is a Copy of the ADDRESS. 
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We think that juſtice to the community as well 
as to the body of Truſtees, demand, that we abide 
by our fo, mer profeſſions. The Community con- 


tributed large ſums of money, and the Truſtees 


became ſecurity for ſtill larger, in order that Cha- 


pels might be eretted ; under a firm convittion and 
the ſtrongeſt aſſurances, that the doctrine and diſ- 
cipline, as deſcribed by Mr, Weſley, would be 
continued, 1n Union with the Church of England. 


If the moſt diſtant ideas had been conceived that 


the Sacrament would have been introduced into the 


Chapels, and the Societies changed into ſeparate 


Churches, ſubſcriptions would certainly have been 
with-held, and ſecurities never have been engaged 
in. How Conference can admit theſe changes, and 
dojuſtice to the parties, we leave them to decide ? 

We further diſcover, by various evidence, that 
in proportion as the old Plan hath been departed 
irom, and the diſſenting ſyſtem introduced, that 
debate, diviſion, loſs of love to God, to the Prea- 
chers, and to one another, hath prevailed through 
the Societies: —all which the preſent tumultuous 


and agitated ſtate of our connection fully evinces. 


Many who are now intreating you to keep in the 
good old way, were your companions in the begin- 


ning: (and companions to thouſands who are now | 


in Abraham's boſom, and who never thought theſe 
innovations neceſſary) we have walked by your 
ſide through the wilderneſs, and have borne a 
ſhare in your evil and your good report : and will 


you ſuffer our grand adverſary to ſcatter and di- 
vide us, becauſe a few among us deſire a devia- 
tion from our general plan ?—God forbid !—-We 
lay a few, for we are well ſatisfied three-fourths 
of the People earnefily wiſh no change to take 
place, as the teſtimony of the Delegates aſſembled, 
and the numerous letters before us certify.“ We 


_* Preſent at the Meeting upwards of ſixty Delegates, and ſome 
of them Repreſentatives from one to eight Chapels. And the 


letters received amount to near ſixty in number, and only four 


of them for the Sacrament and ſervice in Church hours. 
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We are a Society united together by certain . 
bhſhed rules, and declarations of Conference, We 
look up to theſe rules and declarations as our finger 
| poſt and code of laws, If we loſe ſight of them we get 
upon a wild ocean, without rudder or fails; and if any 
perlons are allowed to break them, and att in oppo- 
{1tion to them, confuſion mult neceſſarily enſue, 
For laws that are made to govern a whole body, 
ſhould not be relaxed or diſpenſed with to accom- 
modate any part of that body; otherwiſe the in. 
dulgences that are granted to one, will be expected 
by others, and the ſalutary effect of thoſe laws will 
be deſtroyed. 

To ſay that our rules do not ſuit the diſpoſition 
of every part of the body, is granted. — But the 
queſtion 15, are the laws to bind the people or the 
people the laws?

But theſe rules have been frequently violated, 
which has occaſioned the evils complained of, and 
we ſee no remedy /o effedtual as the returning back 
to them again; this we conceive would ſoon put 
an end to all diſputes, and by adding ſuch addi— 
tional articles thereunto, as may be mutually agreed 
upon, would preſerve the Methodiſt Body in peace 
and unity to future generations. — For mutual con- 
fidence will always grow out of mutual ſecurity. 

Let every thing, therefore be removed that ob- 
ſtructs this great object. Let the Conference cri- 
tically enquire into the ſituation of every Society.

That the inſinuations, either of Societies or In- 
dividuals, which repreſent them as defrgning and 
oppreſſive men, are not only contraditted by the 
experience of many years, but are highly injuri—

We conſider that he great object of the Me- 
thodiſt Body, whether it relates to Preachers, 
People, or Rules, is to promote the knowledge 
and love of God. 

Theſe principles engaged us to attend a meeting 
of the Delegates, Sc. at Mancheſter (the Autho> 
rity of which, and ther ſmparttality, we ſay 
nothing of.) 

As we could not acquieſce in every part with 
the ſentiments and reſolutions of that meeting, we 
ſtate our thoughts on ſuch parts of the ſubjects i in 
queſtion, as appear connected with the Promotion 
of Peace. 

It may be gere to obſetve, chat the repre- 
ſentation in their Addreſs is not ſufliciently ex- 
plicit. As iſt, It can only relate to thoſe places, 
from whence their information was received, 24, 
That information muſt be very impertett, as it is 
chiefly received from one party. 3d, It does not 


appear to us /ufjicrently to ſlale, that a majority are 
willing to accommodate their Brethren, though a 


tew ſeem determined on reſiſtance, and many have 
no incliuation to change. 
Wie are decidedly of opinion, that no juſt view 


ol the ſentiments of the whole people can be form- 
ed from their letters, as numerous letters ſent to 


the Conference, with the Mancheiter Addreſs, 


would lead us to a concluſion directly oppoſite. 


We do not wiſh to ſtate our ſentiments “ as 
reſolutions,” but purely to recommend what ap- 


pears likely to promote peace. 1ſt, We think 
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Chriſtian love will endeavour to provide for each 
other, whether as to the Sacraments, or any other 
ſubjett; which ſpirn of moderation, the ſer. 
ments of Methodiſm have always inculcated. 2d,

11th, It is our opinion, that the Pulpit ſhould no

tious that they do not miſtake faithful repreſenta- 
tions of ſin or danger for perſonal reflections, as 


Preachers ſhould be to avoid making an unmanly 


declamation from the Pulpit a ſubſtitute for Chriſe 
tian reproof. 
We are firmly determined not to ſeparate from 


the Conference on the ſubjetts in queſtion, if they | 
continue unanimous; We therefore entreat our 
Brethren to obſerve, that we wiſh to live and die 


with them, meeting on the _ rules of the ſo- 
ciety and the bible, 


As we wiſh to avoid forming a Party, we ſhall 


no further call upon our Brethren who concur with 
us, than appears to be ſliitly neceſſary to preſerve 


the great object we have in view, the Peace of the 
Societies and Proſperity of the Goſpel ; this may 


account for our not collecting a number of names, 


or ſorming a permanent Committee, 
That as the union of the body is of ſo much im- 


portance, and various circumſtances create mutual 
jealouſies, with the utmoſt reſpect we ſuggeſt, that 


it may be neceſſary for Conference, to determine
